FOUGHT FOR LOYE! 


Two IToniis Men Vight a midnieiit 
Duel in a Cemetery, and the 
noosler Boy is Wounded. 


LouisvnjjE, £y., June 2.—At 10:45 
last night, St. Louis cemetery, dark and 
gloomy, was the scene of the first duel 
fought in Kentucky for many a long 
year. 
The participants in the affair of 
honor were Thomas Overby, an adver- 
tising agent, who has been here only a 
few months, and Charles Saunders, a 
traveling man for an Evansville, Ind., 
clothing house. 
Saunders was engaged 
to be married to Miss Emma Zenor, a 
handsome young lady of Evansviile, 
who is now visiting in this city. 
Upon 
coming here to see the young lady, 
Saunders discovered that Overby had 
supplanted him in her affections. A 
quarrel was followed by a fight, iii 
which Satinders was worsted. 
T h e men 
afterward met at the Alexander hotel 
and resamed their difi&culties and finally 
decided to settle the affair according to 
the code. 


Overby was represented by Frank 
Latterall, a young man who lives in In- 
dianapolis, while a traveling man from 
Cincinnati named Harry Thomas, aoted 
as second for Saunders. 
Accompanied 
by James White, a. medical student, who 
acted as surgeon, and a reporter of the 
Courier-Journal, 
the party 
secured 
carriages and drove to the St. Louis 
cemetery, in the suburbs. 
The princi- 
pals took their positions, -armed with 
32-calibre Smith & Wesson revolvers, 
twenty paces apart. 
It was too dark to 
see the men plainly except at a close 
distance, but they both displayed great 
courage. 
The seconds took their re- 
spective positions, after aiTanging that 
the firing should begin when three had 
been counted. 


"One, two, three." As the last num- 
ber was called by the physician who 
did the counting, a blaze of fire flashed 
from the niuzzles of both pistols. Be- 
fore one could see whether or not either 
man was wounded, four more reports 
rang out and Saunders staggered up to 
the tombstone near him, and supported 
himself by its cold side. 
The physician 
examined him and found that one bul- 
let had penetrated his right breast near 
the top of the shoulder, while another 
had made a slight flesh 'wound in his 
left arm. He had fired two shots while 
Overby had fired three. The man's 
wounds were dressed as quickly as pos-, 
sible and he was placed in his carriage 
and taken to New Albany, Ind., where 
he took the first train for his home in 
Evansville. The other participants in 
the affair have all left the city. 
Saun- 
ders' wounds are not considered fatal. 
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BOSTON, Mass., 
June 2.—Harvard 
University and the citizens of Cam- 
bridge are wild over an outrageous piece 
of vandalism supposed to have been 
committed by Harvard students in cel- 
ebration of the victories over Yale Sat- 
urday.

A' Foolish 
Youth lieaps 
Fronk a 
Miieh Bridse to the Water. 


CiNoiNNATTi, 6., June 2.--Seyenteon- 
year-old Joe Bussel, of Xiadlow; iKy., 
started out yesterday afteraoon to jump 
from three bridges across the Ohio river 
here within three hours. At 1 o'olook, 
he plunged from the middle span of the 
Ohesapeake and Ohio bridge, one hun- 
dred imâ fifty feet above the ohannel. 


and was so stunned that he was rescued 
with difficulty by the boat in waiting. 
He abandoned the idea of jumping from 
the other two bridges. 
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Sunday, two prominent pioneer citi- 
zens of Fort Wayne departed this life, 
their demise occurring only three hours 
apart. The deceased are Mr. A. H. 
Carier, the well known real estate and 
insurance agent, and Mr. Frederick 
Graffe, sr., the critical illness of whom 
has been alluded to from time to time in 
the columns of T H E SENTINEII. 


Mr. Carier was first confined to hi<? 
bed about seven weeks ago. Always 
having been a vigorous man, to whom 
sickness was*a stranger, this last pro- 
longed affliction was regarded gravely 
by the attending physicians. He suffered 
from kidney and liver trouble with 
dropsy. 
The deceased was a member of 
Fort Wayne lodge. No. 14, I. O. O. F. 
On 
Saturday 
the 
family , -was 
prepared for the worst, and Father 
Brammer administered the sacraments 
of 
the 
Catholic church. 
About 11 
o'clock, Sunday he breathed his last. 


Mr. Carier was born in France, De- 
cember 30, 1827. He was educated in 
France and was a student at the semin- 
ary of Pont a Mouson, department of 
the Meurthe. In 1851 he immigrated 
and settled at Fort Wayne, where for 
about three years he engaged in teach- 
ing the French language. He then em- 
barked in the wholesale liquor trade, 
and was so occupied until 1859, when 
he entered the insurance, loan and real 
estate business, in which he was very 
successful. 


His religious affiliations were with the 
Catholic church; in politics he was a 
democrat, and for two terms, 1869 to 
1873, he was a member of the city coun- 
cil. 
He was married in France, in 
1847 to Miss Clemence M. Bourbon. 


Three hours after the demise of Mr. 
Carier, the spirit of Mr. Fred Graffe, 
sr., passed to the great beyond. The 
nature of his illness, at the age of four 
score years and more, made bis death 
looked for at any moment, but never- 
the-less when it came it caused a gloom 
of sadness to hover about those with 
whom he was intimate, and keen regret 
will be felt by the community for the 
loss of so grand and exemplary a citizen. 
In his business methods Mr. Graffe was 
strictly honorable; in his friendshiijs 
sincere. 
His sobriety and manhood 
were marked. 


Mr. Graffe was born in Brunswick, 
Germany, January 31, 1809. He came 
to Fort Wayne, May 28, 1840, and in 
addition to his wife, H. C. Graffe, his 
son, born at Frankfort, Germany, ac- 
companied him. 
Mr. Graffe was a cab- 
inet maker by vocation, and was identi- 
fied with the firm of Muhler Sc Graffe 
for twelve years, in that business. Un- 
der this firm name they engaged in the 
grocery business for twelve years, until 
Mr. Muhler died. 
Since then Mr. 
Grafle had been in the galvanized iron 
business with his son Charles F. and 
enjoyed a large trade at the time of his 
death. Ho had in the past fifty years 
oi residence in this city amassed a hand- 
some fortune. Mr. Graffe was among 
the most prominent and highly respect- 
ed citizens of Fort Wayne and had been 
identified with many of the notable 
stei>s in the advancement of the city. 
His honor and integrity made the name 
of Frederick Graffe a symbol of honesty 
and solidity in local 
financial 
circles. 
His 
wife died about three years ago. 
He leaves three sons—Frederick and 
Henry C., jewelers, and Charles F., 
who was associated with his father in 
the galvanized iron business. 
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Deputy Clerk John Morris, of the 
United States court, has received official 
notice from Noble C. Butler, clerk, at 
Indianapolis, that tne ensuing term of 
the United States court in Fort Wayne 
will convene June 10.

Gambling, he said, was 
wrecking hundreds of young men in 
this city, blighting their lives for use- 
fulness and ruining their souls and will 
go on and bring hundreds of others 
into its whirlpool of destruction unless 
the young men heed the warning of 
danger in time and shun it as one of 
their worst foes. 
He denounced lot- 
teries and card playing and spoke par- 
ticularly of "progressive euchre as 
played in high society." 
They are all 
wrong, he said, and lead to ruin. The 
boy who plays cards and the youngman 
who indulges in progressive euchre to- 
day will soon be at the gaming table 
losing his own wages and perhaps 
spending his employer's money. 
Have 
nothing to do with the gambling vices 
whatever. 
If they bring you wealth 
th^y will not bring you happiness and 
sooner or later the money thus obtained 
will disappear as rapidly as it came and 
leave you a moral and a physical wreck. 
Be content to earn an honest living. 
The world will applaud you and yon will 
have the approbation of heaven. He 
closed with reciting the beautiful poem 
of "The Gambler's Wife," and his ser- 
mon left a good effect on the hundreds 
of young men in his audience.

The remaining mem- 
bers of that family go oiit into the 
world, after all that is mortal of the 
loved dead is laid to rest, and try to 
forget their sorrow, but the mask of 
cheerfulness is torn away when home is 
returned to and the vacant chaii' is 
found. 
Can the gloom that death 
brings ever be dissolved? 
It seems not 
to the heart so recently cast down and 
still 
bleeding with 
sorrow's 
darts. 
Time may assuage but it can never 
wholly efface the sorrow that death has 
brought. At such times, what a blessed 
thing is faith and trust in God and the 
thought that the souls separated here 
on this earth will be reunited in Heaven. 
It heals the wounds of sorrow and 
brings comfort to the downcast heart. 
In the dark hour of death religion 
brings a comforter. 
Here it is: "The 
liord is my shepherd, I shall not want. 
Yea, though I walk through the valley 
of the shadow of death, I will fear no 
evil; for thou art with me; thy rod and 
thy staff they comfort me."

They were waited on 
by a deaf nd dumb attendant, but kept 
in large, well-warmed rooms, and sup- 
plied plentifully with wholesome food, 
but allowed no clothes. 
The count 
claimed in explanation of his extra- 
ordinary conduct that he wanted to see 
what were the instincts of the natural 
human animal. It was proved on trial 
that he never struck these unfortunates,

beasts, unable to talk, with no notions 
of decency. They howled, snarled, tore 
their feed like animals.

trial the count has distributed his 
proteges to board in different families. 
He will educate and provide for them 
the rest of their lives.

last night, St. Louis cemetery, dark and 
gloomy, w-'s the scene of the first duel 
fought in Kentucky for many a long 
year. Tho participants in the affair of 
honor were Thomas Overby, an adver- 
tising agent, who has been here only a 
few months, and Charles Saunders, a 
traveling man for au Evansville, Ind., 
clothing house. Saunders was engaged 
to be married to Miss Emma Zenor, a 
handsome young lady of Evansville, 
who is now visiting in this city. 
Upon 


coming here to see the young lady, 
Saunders discovered that Overby had 
supplanted him in her affections, A 
quarrel was followed by a fight, in 
which Saunders was worsted. The men 
afterward met at the Alexander hotel 
and resumed their difficulties and finally 
decided to settle the affair according to 
the code, 


Overby was represented by Frank 


Latterall, a young man who lives in In- 
dianapolis, while a traveling man from 
Cincinnati named Harry Thomas, acted 
as second for Sauudere. 
Accompanied 


by James White, a medical student, who 
acted as surgeon, and a reporter of the 
Courier-Journal, 
the party secured 


carriages and drove to the St. Louis 
cemetery, in the suburbs. 
The princi- 


pals took their positions, armed with 
32-calibre Smith &• Wesson revolvers, 
twenty paces apart. 
It was too dark to 


see the men plainly except at a close 
distance, but they both displayed great 
courage. 
The seconds took their re- 


spective positions, after arranging that 
the firing should begin when three had 
been counted. 


"One. two, three." As the last num- 


ber was called by the physician who 
did the counting, a blaze of fire flashed 
from the muzzles of both pistols. Be- 
fore one could see whether or not either 
man was wounded, four more reports 
rang out and Saunders staggered up to 
the tombstone near him, and supported 
himself by its cold side. The physician 
examined him and found that one bul- 
let had penetrated his right breast nenr 
the top of the bhoulder, -while another 
had made a slight flesh ' wound in his 
left arm. He had fired two shots while 
Overby had fired three. The man's 
wounds were dressed as quickly as pos-, 
sible and he was placed in his carriage 
and taken to New Albany, Ind., where 
he took the first train for his home in 
Evansville. The other participants in 
the affair have all left the city. Saun- 
ders' wounds are not considered fatal.
